The Yugoslav woman has always 
been very adept in the art of needle¬ 
work. These skills have been handed 
down from mother to daughter for 
centuries. A very beautiful needle¬ 
work tradition is lacemaking, which 
goes back about 800 years. Accord¬ 
ing to Yugoslav folklore, this del¬ 
icate craft was brought to the island 
of Pag ^from the Greek island of 
Chios about 8 centuries ago. 

Traditionally, lacemaking has 
been the occupation of older women. 
Recently, a lacemaking school has 
been reopened in the hope of pre- > 
serving this beautiful tradition. 

Pag lace incorporates geometrical 
designs that are produced in needle¬ 
point on a stiff paper foundation. 
Although the women artisans work 
from traditional motifs, each woman 
also brings to her creation new pat¬ 
terns . 

Lacemaking is arduous work, re¬ 
quiring a great deal of skill and 
patience. To complete a single 


"star" motif of Pag lace requires 
fifteen days of work, ten hours a 
day. It is not surprising then that 
the number of women willing to de¬ 
vote their free time to lacemaking 
is diminishing. 

Recently, on the completion of 
a bridge, Pag has been joined to the 
mainland. As a result it has be¬ 
come an attractive tourist destin¬ 
ation. Pag lace is well-known out¬ 
side of Yugoslavia for its beauty 
and quality. It is said that the 
delicate beauty of this lace cap¬ 
tured the attention of the Imperial 
Court in Vienna at the beginning of 
this century. At that time several 
women and girls from Pag spent a 
year at the Imperial Court making 
lace ornaments for the Imperial 
quarters.

M lL dav spent walking through Dubrovnik on Yugo¬ 
slavia's scenic Dalmatian coast is like a cram course in medi¬ 
eval architecture. If vou arrive bv plane from Belgrade, vou 
feel vou have soared in the space tit* an hour or so from the 
20th back to the 15th Centurv And when vou consider the 
city’s strategic location on a rock* islet jutting into the 
Adriatic Sea—for centuries smack in the path of invaders 
from East and West—Dubrovnik*'* architectural integrity 
becomes even more remarkable. 

Strong fortifications have helped the citv survive. Sturdy 
cuv walls built in the 10th and 11th Centuries enabled 
cannv local authorities, through a shrewd mix of politics, 
diplomacy and tribute, to keep the powerful forces of both 
Venice and Turkev at bav. But ns centuries of existence as 
an independent republic came to an end in ISOS when 
Napoleon’s troops arrived. 

Today’s visitors to Dubrovnik have more peaceable inten¬ 
tions. Those who come between May and October are con¬ 
tent to soak up the sun, using one of the many resort hotels 
outside the citv walls for swimming, sunning and water 
sports. Julv and August visitors enjoy the Dubrovnik Sum¬ 
mer Festival with its non-stop cultural events—concerts, 
plavs. dances, exhibitions—performed in the city’s many 
historic buildings and open courtyards. Attending a full 
orchestra concert of Mozart in the Renaissance courivard of 
the Rector's Palace, with the intricate columns and capitals 
illuminated about vou and the stars as your ceiling, is pure 
magic.

Actually. Dubrovnik at anv time of year is a delight. 
Inside the old walled citv there are no hotels, no pulsating 
neon signs, no private cars, in short, very few reminders of 
the 20th Centurv. What you do find is a veritable stage set 
with a plethora of fine Gothic, Renaissance and Baroque 
buildings, a labyrinth of streets and. of course, those amaz¬ 
ing walls which you will surelv want to climb and walk 
about. If vou enter through the walls bv land, on loot, from 
east or west, you must first cross an old wooden drawbridge 
over a moat where orange trees now blossom, t In the old 
davs the drawbridges were drawn up at night and all non¬ 
residents had to leave the cits.) The circuit around the walls 
takes well over an hour, hut with all the sights to see, the 
vistas ol harbor, sea and the citv itself, vou might spend at 
least double that time. 

Vou enter the walls from three points: the square at the 
end of the Placa or main thoroughfare, tn from of Sven 
Spas (Holv Saviour Church); Ploce Gate under the Bell 
Tower; and Kneza Damjana Jude(besidc the Ethnographic 
Museum). Along the walls are 17 towers, five bastions and a 
huge fortress, Molo-Sveti Ivan, which encloses the ancient 
city harbor. The highest and most photographed point is 
Minceta. the round 15th-century tower which has become 
Dubrovnik's symbol. 

At ground level there is more to sec. Begin at Luza 
Square at the east end of the w ide colonaded Placa. with its 
limestone paving worn as smooth as marble through cen¬ 
turies of use. First you’ll notice the towering Orlando’s Col¬ 
umn in the center with its carved figure of a warrior carry¬ 
ing shield and sword—a symbol hack in the 15th Century 
of the free city of Dubro\nik. or Ragusa. as it was then

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called. From a liny balcony at the top of the column govern¬ 
ment decrees were proclaimed; at the base of the column 
criminals were punished and slaves were sold. 

The Square is ringed with several beautiful buildings 
such as Sponza Palace, a former customs house which now 
houses the state archives. Its ground floor Renaissance 
facade is topped with Venetian-Gothic windowS'and arches. 
Across from it stands the 18th-century Sveti Viaho (the 
Church of St. Blaise), built in the Venetian Baroque style 
and devoted to the patron saint of Dubrovnik. Further 
reminders of Venice are the flocks of pigeons that roost on 
Orlando's Column and flutter and flap all over the square. 

One lacily lavish building leads to another. A few steps 
from St. Blaise is the Cathedral of the Virgin Marys built 
after the horrendous earthquake of 1667, on the site of an 
earlier Romanesque cathedral which, legend purposts, was 
constructed by order of England's King Richard the Lion- 
hearted. Be sure to note the Titian painting above the main 
alter. 

Nearby, the Dubrovnik Museum, located in the hand¬ 
some Rector's Palace, has artifacts and several fine paint¬ 
ings, including “The Baptism of Christ" by Mihajlo Hamzic, 
a master of the 16th-century Dubrovnik school of painting, 
and numerous works by well-known Italian painters of the 
16th through 18th Centuries. Across the way is the lively 
public market, held each morning just below the steps 
which lead to the Jesuit Church. On the other side of Luza 
Square is the 14th-century Dominican Monastery, an archi¬ 
tectural jewel with an especially fine Gothic-Renaissance 
cloister. Adjoining it is another church, St. Sebastian, which 
now houses a contemporary art gallery. 

At the far end of the Placa are still more jewel-like mon¬ 
uments. Onofrio's Fountain in the center of the square, 
which, despite having much of its rich Baroque detailing 
stripped away by the infamous earthquake, is still a much- 
admired landmark. But the piece de resistance of Dubrovnik 
architecture is the Franciscan Church and Monastery, 
where you’ll be tempted to linger in the open-air garden of 
the Romanesque lower cloister. Attached to the monastery* 
is the Franciscan Pharmacy, which has operated contin¬ 
uously for more than six and a half centuries and is believed 
to be one of the oldest in Europe. 

Embroidered as Dubrovnik is with the art and architec-

riOOO people Mill dwell within the old walls and vou mingle 
with them as vou "haggle" tor straw wreaths or fresh fruit 
in the cheerv open market: stop for a pick-me-up of strong 
Turkish coffee or shvovic (clear plum brandvi at a water¬ 
front sidewalk cafe, or dine in one ot the little restaurants 
tucked along the warren of side streets, in these restaurants 
in Dalmatian ham. a specialtvall along this coast—smoked, 
dried, garlu *ed-and-peppercd ham sliced paper-thin, 
served on an hors d'oeuvres platter with cheese and juiev 
black olives. 

Be sure to save time for wandering. Savor the coats of 
arms on old noblemen's houses along Prijcko. the street 
that runs parallel with the Placa: admire the geraniums 
which spill from stone window boxes: sniff and photograph 
the roses, hvbiscus. pomegranates, oleander and oranges 
which bloom in such profusion ail aoout vou. 

Vou might also take a half-hour boat ride across to 
Lokrum, the island touched three times bv historv First 
came Richard the Lion-hearted who, washing ashore after 
being shipwrecked, vowed to build a cathedral here before 
he was persuaded to do it instead in Dubrovnik. Then came 
Maximilian, self-declared Emperor of Mexico, who built a 
castle on the island. It was later owned by the equally-ill- 
fated Austrian Prince Rudolph. Earlier, in 1806. the French 
positioned themselves on the island and built a fortress at its 
summit. Nowadays Lokrum's visitors are swimmers and 
sunbathers (nude and otherwise), and horticukuralists who 
like to wander among the rosemary-scented, palm-shaded 
paths profuse with shrubs and flowers. 

From Dubrovnik it is a U5-mile drive on a winding but 
well-maintained coastal highway to the northwest to Split, 
another fascinating city along this resort-studded coast. 
Both Dubrovnik and Split are part of the republic/state of 
Croatia, most of which, with the exception of Dubrovnik, 
was part of the Austro-Hungarian Empire until the country 
of Yugoslavia was created in 1918. Thus, among older 
Croatians not only do you still find German spoken but also 
a strong base of Roman Catholicism. 

As you drive along the coast you also find chalet-like 
houses, neat Cermanic-looking hillside vineyards, and a 
harvest of well-maintained and still attended medieval 
churches. Stop on your drive to admire Tresteno, a harmo¬ 


nious little town with several fine Gothic-Renaissance 
churches and a famous botanical garden—complete with 
bamboo, jasmine, cactus, palm, bread-fruit and camphor 
trees—that had patrician beginnings back in 1502. 

One of the oldest towns along the route is Slano. where 
prehistoric remains and Illyrian mounds have lx*en found. 
The town is dotted with buildings of interest, suc h as the 
aged Rector's Palace and the 15th-centurv Monasterv of Si. 
Jerome. 

At Opuzen or Ploce vou have a choice. You can continue 
along the coast to Split or. if vou have an extra (lav ot two. 
vou might make a side trip and drive inward along the 
Ncretva River, in the shadow of the Prenj mountains to the 
delightful hillside artist colonv of Pocitelj. Then, twist 
northward to Mostar, 30 miles in Irom the sea. where vou 
find an impcccablv preserved Muslim town with mosques 
and minarets and a bridge built bv the Turks m 1560 th;u is 
still in use. 

If. instead, you continue along the coast, vou soon will 
Find yourself in Gradac, a fishing village at the foot of 
Mount Biokovo, with seductive beaches and luscious foliage 
along the roadside. Just a skip bevoncl is Drventk with vet 
another inviting l>each. From here vou can hop bv c.ir ferrv 
over to the serene island of Hvar. notable for its Venetian 
look and compact harbor. 

Mostly, as you drive this curvaceous, corkscrew-spiraling 
coast, you'll be smitten with surprises as the road rises to 
mountain highs, then drops dramaticallv to seaside lows. 
The coastline itself scallops unevenly, providing vou with 
surprising inlets, beaches surrounded bv tamarisks, pines 
and olive groves and rocky drops into the blue-green Adria¬ 
tic. The road takes you through the bustling resort town of 
Makarska with its wide ribbon of beach to Omis. a one-time 
pirates’ hide-out. nestled secretively at the mouth of the 
Ceuna River. 

Then suddenly you are in Split, as different and dramatic 
in its way as Dubrovnik. The town's name comes from the 
Italian word Spalato , the original name of the settlement 
that sprouted on the ruins of a retirement palace that 
Roman Emperor Diocletian built for himself in in 295-305. 

What you see today, as you enter the palace from the 
south or sea gate on the wide boulevard called Titova Obala 
("Tito’s Seafront”), is a long sweep of palace wall with manv

or iuin.tlK washed right up to the fialace wall hut shops and 
t ales now line the wall at ground level and offer a tranquil 
view of a harbor studded with ferries, tugs and sailboats. 

Through the gate, past the original Roman arches and 
under-pinnings. is the Pcristvle, where Diocletian once held 
court and which is now a broad expanse of limestone pave¬ 
ment with Corinthian columns along one side, a sidewalk 
cafe along the other and matching columns built into Ren¬ 
aissance and Gothic houses edging the square. 

Diocletian’s palace was a massive complex on nine and a 
half acres, with ample room to garrison 2.000 soldiers and a 
sizeable Imperial staff and family. Huge walls—into which 
arc now incorporated shops, offices and homes—fortified 
the complex on all sides and it's small wonder that a town 
eventually grew up within the palace walls. Even now, 
though modern-dav Split has "split” its seams, spilling way 
bevond tlie old walls to cast and west, some 6,000 people 
still live in the many splendid medieval houses within the 
palace. 

The city's compactness makes it a natural for sightseeing, 
and you can walk almost everywhere in the old town with¬ 
out worrying about traffic since cars are forbidden. Walk¬ 
ing also provides access to endless bonuses: a Romanesque 
statue niched into an old wall: the Privriedna Banka 
Zagreb, a modern bank with a preserved Roman ceiling and 
walls: the Temple of Jupiter turned into a medieval Bap¬ 
tistry with a noteworthy Renaissance coffered barrel- 
vaulted ceiling. 

Among the plethora of Split's sights, the first to comman¬ 
deer one’s attention is the Cathedral of St. Domnius, the 
local patron saint. Although the original Cathedral was 
built in the ninth Century on the foundation of what was 
believed to be Diocletian's mausoleum (though his tomb 
had disappeared), what stands today is a mix of Roman¬ 
esque, Gothic. Renaissance and Baroque architectural 
stvles. From the lop of the Cathedral’s 10th-century 
Romanesque tower you have stunning views of the city's 
terra cotta tiled rooftops, the islands of Brae and Solta and 
the craggv peaks of Kozak and Mosor mountains. 

As you stroll the narrow alley-like streets that open on to 
graceful old squares, such as the noisy, gregarious crowded 
People's Square or Marulic Square, you’ll come upon 


impressive bronze sculptures by Croatia's leading 20th-cen- 
lurv sculptor, Ivan Mestrovit. The Mestrovi< Gallery, with 
more than 200 works by the artist, is located IjcvotkJ the old 
palace walls in a newer pari of the city. lodged in a neo-clas¬ 
sical building that was the sculptor's summer home. Near it 
is a brand new Museum of Croatian Archaeology, with 
superbly displayed art and artifacts (rare marble altars, 
swords and skeletons) in an arresting contemporary' setting 
which entrances visitors. 

Also be sure not to miss the belvedere atop Marjan Hill, 
outside the palace walls from which you'll have a crystal- 
clear view of Split below and the sea and mountains beyond. 
Nearby is an old (1573) Jewish cemetery: farther up the hill 
are the Natural History Museum and zoo. Marjan’s south¬ 
ern slope encourages hiking and along the way you come 
upon second-, third- and fourth-century hermitages carved 
into the cliffs. Several tiny rock-hewn chapels — St. 
Hieronymus. Bethlehem and St. Nicholas—are of special 
interest. 

As in Dubrovnik, monuments are just pan of Split’s spe¬ 
cial aura. Be sure to save time to indulge in spur-of-the- 
moment urges—to stroll along the waterfront: to sample 
freshly grilled seafood at charming restaurants such as Era 
or Sarojn>o; perhaps to even shop; as the local residents do. 
at the multilevel shopping complex. Prodajni Center 
Koieks. with its art galleries and entertainment facilities. If 
your visit coincides with the mid-Julv-August Split Summer 
Festival, vou might attend a performance of "Aida” on the 
steps of the ancient Vestibulum in front of the Peristyle— 
under the stars. It's hard to find anything more memorable 
than that. — END 


Resources

In order to improve operations and the quality of service, Yugoslav Airlines has made the 
following changes in our new trans-Atlantic summer schedule beginning April 18, 1983.
